IMPERIAL GOVERNORSHIPS ARE 
OF DISTINCT ADVANTAGE 


Hon. Geo. E. Foster Expresses Views 
on Imperial Governorships for the 
Overseas Dominions—-They Return 
Home Good Canadians. 

Sydney, New South Wales,—The 
system of Imperial Governorships for 
the Overseas Dominions cf the British 
Empire was the subject of warm 
praise from Hon. George BW. Foster, 
Canadian Minister of-Trade and Com- 
merce, who spoke at a iuncheon glv- 
en here to the Dominion’s Royal Com- 
mission on Trade, et the conclusion of 
taking evidence in this city. 

Mr. Foster said as a Canadian he 
could not help thinking while the act- 
tag Premier was referring ‘> the ser- 
rices which the Governor of the State 
bad rendered New South Wales, how 
ftmestimable were the advantages 
wlich the system of Imperial Govern- 
ors conferred upon the Overseas Do- 
minions. 

He knew that in the case of Can- 
ada they had exceptionally fine Gov- 
ernors General. There was no in- 
stance  aring his (Mr. Foster's) pol- 
itical career in which the Governor- 
General of Canada had not gone home 
just as good a Canadian as he was cit- 
{zen of the Mother Country. 

It was impossible to estimate the 
advantages which came to the Over- 
gea Dominions in that direction. When 
representatives of the Mother Country 
came out to the Dominions they 
gained the love and respect of the 
people, and became citizens with 
them. Their pres-nce strengthened 
the spirit of loyalty and patriotism 
to the Empire. 

They could depend upon ft that 
those false advocates of thy principle 
that Governors-General should come 
from the Dominion ttself had not tak- 
en {nto consideration the potent ad- 
vantages of having as Governor-Gen- 
eral an official representative from the 
Old Country, appointed “by His Maj- 
esty.

7,740 Chinese Came Into Country In 
Past Year 

Ottawa.—-The new Chinese cilizens 
of Canada, who are now entering in 
greater numbers than ever before, con- 
tributed $3,349,443 in head tax to the 
public revenues during the fiscal year. 
The 7,740 Chinese who came to Can- 
ada during the year contributed this 
much in poll tax to the Federal and 
Provincial treasurers.

SUFFERINGS OF MAWSON 


Returned Commander Tella of Arctic 
Dangers 


London.—John K, Davis, command- 
er of Dr. Mawson’s Antarctic ship 
Aurora, has arrived in London, and 
gives in an interview fresh details of 
Lieut. Ninnis and Dr. Xavier Mertz, 
the Swies scientist and gki-runner. 

Capt. Davis arrived off Mawson’s 
base in fearful weather and learned 
by wireless that several of the party 
were missing. He waited for news 
of them with intense anxlety for he 
had to go 1,600 miles along the coast 
to pick up Wild and his party before 
the sea froze and darkness set in. In 
this lemma he decided, after many 
days, to push on and save Wild's 
party first. In spite of the terrific 
gales and blizzards blowing 80 miles 
be hour this was safely accomplish- 
ed, 

The ship was called back to Maw- 
son's headquarters after starting on 
its 1500 mile voyage, and Davis was 
informed that Mawson had struggled 
in alon at the death of Ninnis and 
Mertz. 

We were not more than half a 
mile from Mawson when he returned, 
said Davis, but could not relieve him 
and his party. Mawson had gone out 
with Ninnis and Mertz, Twenty-five 
days after the little party started Nin- 
nis fell into an unfathomable crevasse 
with a sledge full of provisions, and 
his body was not recovered. For thirty 
days after this catastrophe Maw- 
son and Mertz struggled across the 
plateau on the verge of starvation, un- 
til, on January 17, Mertz, too, suc- 
cumbed as the result of exposure and 
want of food. 

For twenty terrible days more Maw- 
son struggled on alone, with a few 
starving dogs as his sole companions. 
That he did not go mad under such 
conditions {s wonderful; and the ac- 
count of his journey, when he tells it, 
will prove one of the greatest stories 
of Antarctic heroism. 

At the urgent request of Mawson, 
signalled by wireless, Davis has come 
to England to try to obtain part of 
the money rendere.. necessary by the

VENETIAN LACEMAKERS. 


The Methods by Which Their Famous 
Fabrics Are Produced. 

The lace of Venice has been cele- 
brated for many centuries. It was 
made originally by nuns within the 
walls of convents for ecclesiastical 
garments. Then, with the fall of the 
Venetian republic, the convents were 
closed and the lace industry ceased to 
exist for an entire century. In 1870 the 
Princess Margherita, afterward queen 
of Italy, took measures to revive it, 
especiully as a means of providing em- 
ployment for Venetian women. At 
present there are several schools sub- 
| sidized by the government in which the 
art is taught. 

The pupils are women of all ages, 
Each sits on a low stool and holds a 
plump square cushion in ber lap. On 
this cushion is pinned a strip of paper 
marked with the pattern to be follow- 
ed, and into this pattern the nimble 
| fingered worker sticks glass headed 

pins, about which she twists her 
' threads, 
. From twenty to fifty shuttles depend 

from all sides of the cushion, and these 
; are thrown across and back with the 
rapidity of a typist bandling the keys 
of ber machine. 

The process is so simple that it looks 
like play, but the lace produced repre- 
sents thousands of dollars. The simple 
laces grow rapidly under the dexterous 
fingers of the women, but the exquisite 
rose point and other similar sorts are 
evolved much more slowly.—Harper’s 
Weekly.

One way is to lay a 
thick mass of wet sawdust or a thickly 
folded wet cloth on the concave side 
and expose the convex side to gentle 
heat or very dry air, The moisture en- 
ters the fibers of the wood of the con- 
cave side of the board and causes them 
to swell. Heat, on the other hand, or 
very dry air, removes the moisture 
from the convex side and causes the 
fibers to shrink. In consequence the 
board gradually flattens.—Youth'’s Com- 
panion.

MYSTICAL TRICKS OF SOUND. 


A Spot Where an Almost Inaudible 
Whisper Becomes Curiously Trans- 
formed Into Thousands of Hissing 
Responses—Other Famous Echoes, 


Some echoes in their mystic charac- 
| ter would seem to approach the do 
main of psychic phenomena, which are 
eliciting so much aud such puzzied at- 
‘tention, One of these ghostly tricks 
ot sound is to be found in the gurdens 
ot Aux RKochers in France, which 
| was once the residence of Mme. de 
Sevigue. he chateau Is situated near 
the uld town of Vitre, A broud gravel 
walk on a dead level conducts through 
tbe gardens to the bouse. ip the cen- 
ter of this, on a particular spot, the 
listener is placed at the distuuce of 
ten or twelve yards from anotber pert- 
,; 8un, Who addresses him in a low and 
_ alwost inaudible whisper, when imme 
| diutely, as from tens of thousands of 
| invisible tongues, starting frum the 
| eurth beneath, or as if every pebble 
| was gifted with powers of speech, the 
words are repeated with a sligbt hiss 
ing sound, not unlike the whirling of 
sinall shot through the alr. On remov- 
ing trom this spot, however trifling 
the distance, the Intensity of tbe repett- 
tion is sensibly diminished and within 
‘a few feet ceases to be beard. Under 
| the impression that tbe ground beneath 
was holluw the suil was receutly dug 
up to a cunsiderable depth, but with- 
out discovering any clew to the mys 
tery. 

AJthough the weird echoes of statu- 
ary bull in tbe capitol at Washington 
have been somewhat subdued since the 
structural moditicutions of the roof, 
they still baunt the chamber which 
was once the bouse of representatives. 
The capitol guides used to tuke great 
' pride in the mysterious echoes of stat- 
| vary ball, and tbey deplore their par 

tial elimination. It will be recalled 

by many that there Is a flagstune ip 
the floor of the ball marked by a small 
black hole about as lurge as an ume 
' brella end, ov which, if a person stood 
aud uttered a word, be heard a reped- 
tion of bis voice pruceediug apparently 
from the basewent of the building just 
| below him, An uppreciable interval 
elapsed between tbe utterance of the 
sound and its echo, a circumstance 
' tbat rendered the effect almost on- 
| canny. ‘'o Jangh was to prove a mock- 
_{ng rejoinder, and many persons, say 
the guides, were persuaded that a trick 
was being played on them, The same 
effect was noticeable on that part of 
the floor adjacent to the flagstune men- 
tioned, but the farther away from the 
latter the less distinct became the 
echo until, at a certain distance, it was 
' not perceptible at all. 
Some of the most curious and beau- 
tiful echoes in the world are to be 
| heard in the Luray caverns, whicb are 
ouly a few hours’ journey from Wash- 
ington. Numerous of the bige stalag- 
mites here, when only gently struck, 
give forth tones that in some Instances 
resemble tbe chiming of great, sweet 
toned bells or a long melodic note like 
that of a church organ. A famous vio- 
linist Is said, when visiting Washington, 
to have journeyed to Luray in order to 
test the effect of the playing of bis in- 
strument amid the singuiar acoustic 
| Burroundings, The tones of the violin 
are described as baving been wonder- 
fully enhanced both tp sweetness und 
in voluine. 

Among tbe wonderful rock forma- 
tious of the far west, notably in the 
Grand Canyon of the Colurady, are said 
to lurk many marvelous echoes, The 
sume is true of the great Niagara 
gorge, and, though few are aware of 
the fact, it Is said that any one jour- 
neying to the falls and taking in the 
gorge—a superb plece of natural scen- 
ery in itself—wil be well rewarded 
by stopping at luspiration Point, walk- 
| fog forward to the edge of the cliff 

aud here waiting until the first train, 

on nearing the level crossing, blows 
its whistle. The sound is caught up by 
niultitudinous echoes until one would 
funcy that It was resounding through 
the universe. 

One ot the most famous echoes fs to 
be heard in Woodstock park, Oxford- 
| shire, England, which fs said to re- 

Pent seventeen syllables by day and 

twenty by night. Although this state- 

ment is to be found in vartous stand- 
urd textbooks and treatises on the 
subject, it has iately been contradict- 
ed by an investigator, who remarks, 
however, that the diminution of this 
classic echo {s probably due tu the re- 
moval of various buildings to its velgh- 
borhood. 

A most striking foterior echo is a 
feature of the Mormon tabernacle to 
| Suit Lake City, When this ball is 
| empty and quiet the ring of a pin fall- 
ing on the floor can be heard from all 
points, and even the faint, rasping 
sound produced by rubbing the bunds 
togetber is perfectly audible from oue 
ed of the building to the other.

WOODEN CANNON. 


Crude but Effective Weapons Wound 
With Strips of Rawhide. 

Any one fawiliar with the construc. 
tion of modern weapons of warfare 
and the high explosives used in them 
would naturally suppose u cannon 
made of wood would be of little or no 
value as a weapon. 

Wooden cannons have been used 
with considerable success neverthe- 
less in recent revolutions in Cuba, in 
Haiti and in the Dominican Republic. 

The wood used in the construction 
of these crude weapons is a very 
tough variety, baving a twisted grain 
that curls about the log in such a way 
that to split the timber wiih tae or 
dinary means is almost impossible. 

‘he best trees are selected, und a 
piece of the jog five or six feet in 
Jength and about one foot in diameter 
is cut. After the bark bas been re- 
moved and the log made perfectly 
round it is swung up on a crude truss, 
and a hole is burned into it from one 
end. The log is wound with strips of 
rawhide cut from the skiuv of a steer. 
When the cannon is covered with the 
strips of hide another layer is wound 
on, and this is continued uutil the 
weapon has increased several inches, 
in diameter. : 

After the log is covered 


and the 


bore is finished the weupon is treated | 


to a hot draft, which teuds to con- 
tract the bide binding, which becomes 
almost as strong as wire. 

These crude cannon have been used 
witb success in a number of iustances, 
and it is astonisbing the number of 
times they may be fired before they 
burst or become otherwise disybled.— 
Harper's Weekly.

MONORAILS IN IRELAND, 


Grean Isle ts Scene of a Momentous 
Traction Test. 


Many atter..ts have been made to 
devise a car that would run on one 
rail, but none of the so-called ‘‘mono- 
rail’’ syatems have amounted to much. 
Instead of having one rail they really 
have three—two extra ones below the 
main carrier to keep the cars from 
Wopptng over. 

e only genuine monorail roads 
tested extensively are those where the 
cars are kept on the rail by means of 
a gyroscope or where the cars were 
suspended by a kind of trolley ar- 
rangement. 

Neither system has been a success 
because the small saving effected in 
constructing the line is more than out- | 
weighed by the inconveniences of the 
“one rail’ system. 

Ireland is now offering to the world, 
however, a contribution in the form 
of a monorail .oad of an odd design. 


may be the germ of great improve- 
ments. The “rst electric railway in 
the world was operated at the Giant’s 
Causeway in the northeast of Ireland, 
and though every one scoffed at that 
and said that electricity 
would never ha e the strength to pull 
loaded cars we now see electric cars 
all over the world. 

Where the road mouth of the river 
Shannon mingles its waters with the 
ocean, where the stern west coast 
thrusts its promontories 
toward America, stands Ballybunion. 
About a mile and a half farther north 
stands Belmore, and between these 
two smal! towns extends that quaint 
little road, the Ballybunion monorail. 

On its single track, raised on a tres- 
tle and in its curious cars passengers 
and freight are carried from Bally- 
bunion and Belmore and back again 
in the remarkable time of five 
minutes. 

The monorail on which its strange 
locomotive and trains run is about 
three feet high, while the distance be- 
tween the lower rails, which serve 
to maintain the equilibrium of the 
rolling stock. is about two feet. 

Most remarkable of its equipment 
is the locomotive, with its queer ellip- 
tical boiler and firebox. It has one 
cylinder on each side, the rods of 
which are inside connected to the 
drivers. : 

The interior of a passenger car is 
divided into two longitudinal compart- 
ments, which are entered by separate 
doors.

SEEKS SCHOUL REFORM 


G. LANGLOIS IS C'4AMPION OF 
EDUCATION IN QUEBEC. 


Brilliant Journalist Who .4as Brough® 
the Powers Down on Him Because 
of His Vigorous Propaganda 
Against Antiquated Instruction ts 
Engaged In a Titanic Struggle for 
His People. 


Mr. Godfroy Langlois, journalist, 
author and champion of educational 
reform in Quebec, is finding the path 
of the reformer beset with difficul- 


ties. Mr. Langlois has devoted his 
entice life to the cause of educational 
reform, wielding on behalf of it @ 
fearless, trenchant pen, pleading for 
it with an eloquence which has its 
source in deep-rooted convictions, 
ed fighting for it with a persistency 
unusual in one of his race and tem- 
perament. The member for St. Louis 
division of Montreal has, in season 
aud out of eason, written about, 
spoken for and in every \ossible way 
fought for tne spread of common 
knowledge. 

Mr. Langlois is a good French- 
Canadian, but does not allow his fond- 
ness for his own people to cover 
their faults and failings. He severely 
attacks the glorification of ‘Jean Bap- 
tiste’’ carried on by 80 many French- 
Canadian papers and speakers. This 
class of speakers tell the French- 
Canadians thet they are the greatest 
people in the world; that they are the 
most liberty-loving, the freest and 
most progressive, and have achieved 
wonderful things in the making of 
Canada, Speaking of this, Mr. Lan- 
glois says: ‘As a people, we are the 
most magnificent theorists in the civi- 
lized world, but we are absolutely 
lacking in practical initiative efforts.” 


Referring again to educational mat 
ters in Quebec, he gays: ‘‘We have 
vasted untold energy and ‘spilled 
scear- of ink’ in fighting the school 
questions in such provinces as New 
Brunswick, Manitoba and the District 
of Keewatin, while we remain totally 
indifferent to our own lack of educa- 
tional equipment.” 

This question of educational re- 
form, Mr. Langlois contends, is at 
the very foundation of Quebee’s lack 


of progress. 1 ie French-Canadian is 
naturally just as bright, has just as 
keen and alert a mind as his Eng- 
lish-speaking compatriot. The reason 
he has not made a greater success is 
because of his lack of education. The 
facts in regard to education in Que- 
bec are, to say the least, startling. 
There are, according to the census 
returns, over 150,000 children of school 
age, between five and sixteen, who 
have never see the inside of a school, 
and over a quarter of a million peo- 
ple are unable to read or write. The 
schools in the province, which are 
very poorly attended, are kept open 
but for a few months in each year. 
The female teachers are miserably 
paid, the average yearly salary being 
but $133, as compared with $483 for 
Ontario female teachers. Even at 
that, the pay cf Quebec teachers has 
almost doubled in the past half dozen 


years. Quebec has but 522 normal 
school teachers, while Ontario has 
5,420. Thousands of school teachers 


in Quebec have never been inside 
normal school According to one in- 
spector, in a certain district 47 per 
cent. of the teachers were unqualified, 
and half of these were “of no earthly, 
use at all.” — ot 

During the past few years the 
Gouin Government have done a great 
deal for technical education. They 
have built and equipped, at a cost of 
$1,500,000, splendid technical schools 
in both Montreal and Quebec, as well 
as establishing in Montreal a school 
for the study of the higher branches 
of commercial life. Thev have also 
established many normal schools, 
agricultural colleges and other edu- 
cational institutions, The treat trou- 
bl: is that they have begun at the top 
instead of at the bottom. The chil- 
dren of the poor peanle either do not 
go to school at all, or else are taught 
in the common schools by untrained 
and unqualified teachers. 

A striking example of what chil- 
dren in Quebec are taught is shown 
by the following remarkable text 
book. This book, described as “An 
elementary history of England, from 
the most ancient time to our day,” is 
now in its fortieth editicr, “revised 
aid corrected and approved by the 
Council of Public Instruction, the 15th 
May, 1912.” The book is printed at 
Levis, Quebec. The following is an 
exact translation of chapter 6, which 
gives a description of the ‘present 
possessions of the English in Ameri- 

V1Z.7 

“The English possess all the north 
of America under the name of New 
Britain. That immense country is 
divided into seven parts: Labrador, 


i New Brunswick, Nova Scotia to the 


northeast; Canada in the centre; New 
Wales to the west of Hudson Bay, 
the region of the lakes to the west of 
New Wales and Canada, and, finally 
New Caledonia west of the region of 
the lakes. The coasts of New Cale- 
donia have received the names of New 
Cornwall and of New Hanover, Labra- 
dor is a very cold country inhabited 
by Esquimaux, who live on fish. 
Nova Scotia is an important peninsula 
to the south of the Gulf of St. Law- 
rence. Halifax, in the southeast, is 
its capital, and does a large trade in 
furs. New Brunswick, situated north- 
west of Nova Scotia, has Frederick 
Town as its capital, but St. John is 
its most important city. Canada, 
north of the United States, is divided 
into two parts—Upper Canada and 
Lower Canada. The principal cities 
of the first are York, on ke On- 
tario, and Kingston on the River St. 
Lawrence. The second includes Monte 
real, on the Island formed by the 
same river, and Quebec, capital of all 
Canada, and the residence of the Gov- 
ernor-General of Canada. New Wales 
and New Caledonia are two regions of 
which little is yet known, They have 


no importance except for the furs 
that are taken there.”

Two years ago there was a great 
demonstration in Hyde Park against 
the pooling system, a demand being 
made for the abolition of tips and an 
adequate wage. It \ as then declar- 
ed that a head waiter at one large 
West end hotel, who had a salary of 
$40 a week, took in addition about 
$85 a week from the box in which the 
tips were placed. The ordinary wait- 
ers, however, who were paid $2.50 a 
}} Week only received another $2.50 as} 
their share of the tips. 

In some hotels and resiaurants the 
rule is for the head wait<r to take 
two shares to every one of the ordin- 
ary walters from the pool, and this 
accounts for the disproportion of the 
share-out, It is estimated that in the 
busiest time a waiter's share of the 
tips in a good class- hotel would 
amount to about $15 per week, out of 
which he has to pay the proprietor 
certain commission for the job, receiy- 
ing of course, no wages.

Nature Marks A Grave 


It is seldom perhaps that na- 
ture erects a monument to a 
persons memory, yet in a small 
country cemctery a few miles 
east of Nashville, Ind., Brown 
county, may be found an object 
bearing that distinction.
